BRITISH AEROPLANE SET AFIRE 


BY SHELLS FROM GERMAN BI- 
PLANE—OFFICERS BURNED 


LON'DOX. June 2S. 10.54 a. m.—A. 


dramatic air duel in which a British 
aeroplane, reconnottering over the Bel- 
gian town of Poelcappelle at a height 
of 4000 feet, met and engaged a large 
German biplane which had double en- 
gines and propellers, is described by 
the eye-witness at the British 
army 


headquarters in a narrative made pub- 
lic today by the official press bureau. 
Ho writes: 


"The.German machine first circled 


around ours, at the same timn shooting 
a machine gun but. so far as known, 
not inflicting any damage". Then 
our 


observer fired 50 rounds In return at a 
range of less than 200 yards. It had 
some effect, for the hostile biplane was 
seen to waver and after more shots 
its engines stopped. The enemy aero- 
plane then dived to a level of 2000 feet, 
where it again flattened its course fly- 
Ing slowly and erratically. 


"Under heavy anti-aircraft flre from 


below our pilot turned toward our line 
to complete his reconnaissance. 
When 


his machine w.is hit he 
decided to

had been pierced, and as the aeroplane 
glided downwards nn a slant the petrol 
was set alight by the exhaust and ran 
blazing down the- front of the body of 
the aeroplane, which traveled on to the 
accompaniment of a rattle of musketry 
as the unused rounds of machine gun 
ammunition exploded in the heat and 
the pilot's loaded revolver was dis- 
charged. 


"The pilot, however, did not lose 


control, and the aeroplane proceeded 
steadily -on a downward course. Be- 
fore it had reached the ground u large 
part of the frame work had been de- 
stroyed. Even the hard wood blartea 
of the propeller were burned so badly 
that the propeller ceased to revolve. 


"When the machine finally landed 


back of our lines both officers "had been 
severely burned and the pilot, climbing 
out of the blazing wreck, tripped over 
a wire stay and sprained his anltle. 
1 he few serviceable portions 
of

aeroplane were then collected and re- 
moved under the shrapnel of the Ger- 
man gun,s."

The advice given by this head of a successful business college was, 


in part: "Don't choose a business because other people are making a lot 
of money in it, and don't reject the professions merely because you have 
known some persons in them who cRii't pay their bills. What yon should 
look for is the kind of work yon can do best. 
In that yon will be ^the 


happiest and most successful, even though you never become wealthy." 


This advice is not in line with thai of nmny lecturers and writers 


who think they have advanced views on education, for it is quite com- 
mon for such individuals to laud vocational and specialized training as 
being superior to the old-fashioned liberal education. 
The point of view 


of thoso'who argue in favor of the specialized training is that of this boy 
who said: "If I am going into business, why shouldn't I go to a school 
of commerce like this, instead of wasting two years in college studying 
si-lot of things I don't care anything about or things that won't be of any

BRITISH AEROPLANE SET AFIRE 


BY SHELLS FROM GERMAN BI- 
PLANE—OFFICERS BURNED 


LONDON, June 2S, 10.54 a. m— A 


dramatic air duel in which a British 
aeroplane, reconnoitering over the Bel- 
gian town o£ Poelcappelie at a height 
of 4000 teet. met and engaged a large 
German biplane which had double en- 
gines and propellers. Is described 
by 


the eye-witness at the British 
army 


headquarters iu a. narrative made pub- 
lic today by the official press bureau. 
He writes: 


"The German machine first circled 


around ours, .it the same time shooting 
a machine gun but. so far as known, 
not inflicting any damage. Then 
our 


observer fired 50 rounds in return at a 
range of less than 200 yards. It had 
some effect, for the hostile biplane was 
seen to waver and after more shots 
its engines stopped. The enemy aero- 
plane then dived to a level of 2000 feet, 
where It again flattened its course fly- 
ing slowly and erratically. - . 


"Under heavy anti-aircraft fire from 


below our pilot turned toward our line 
to complete his reconnaissance. When 
his machine was hit he 
decided ' to 


made for home, but the petrol

had been pierced, and as the aeroplane 
glided downwards on a slant'the petrol 
was set alight uy the exhaust and ran 
blazing down the front of the body of 
tho aeroplane, which traveled on to the 
accompaniment of a rattle of musketry 
as the unused rounds of machine gun 
ammunition exploded in the heat and 
the pilot's loaded revolver was dis- 
charged. 


"The pilot, i however, did not lose 


control, and the aeroplane proceeded 
steadily on a downward course. Be- 
fore it had reached the ground a large 
part of the frame work had been de- 
stroyed. 
Even the hard wood blades 


of the.propeller were burned so badly 
that the propeller ceased to revolve. 


"When the machine finally landed 


back of our lines both officers had been 
severely burned find the pilot, climbing

Steel Foundries, Ltd., and the Cana-

BRITISH AEROPLANE SET AFIRE I 


BY SHELLS FROM GERMAN BI- 
PLANE—OFFICERS BURNED 


LONDON, June 28. 10,54 a..m.—A 


dramatic air duel in which a British 
aeroplane, roconnoitering over the Bel- 
gian town of Poelcappelle at a height 
of 4000 feet, met and engaged a iarge
